jenerating at least one annular beam of electromagnetic energy that is at least partially 
absorbed W at least one of the polymeric material and the polymeric catheter tube at a selected 
energy wavelength; 

contrbllably directing the annular beam of electromagnetic energy onto the polymeric 
material to concentrate the energy in a bond site on the over-lapped portion circumscribing the
